miles out from Hongkong, which 
resulted in the capsizing of: fish- 
ing junk with the feared lois’ of 
severa! lives;»waa_recelved by the 
police when the 3.8 ‘Kambangan 
éanie into port ‘last night with a 
number of the survivors on board. 
The junk was one of a fleet. of 
fishings vessels which were sailing 
in‘the Tat«.Hong Channel when 
they were sighted by the ansbaee 
gun.
